For years we have recognized the 
need for better roads, greater schools and 
colleges, and more modern institutions 
of charity— but from year to year we 
have gone on patching the antiquated 
and inadequate because we lacked cour

Nikola Tesla 



THE NAME of Nikola Tesla will always 
be associated with the invention and earlier 
developmcBU of the induction motor. In fact, 
■ft AM tiiM thk tjrpe of apparatus wm )amm 
almost exclusively as the "Tesla" motor. 

Tesla devised this motor back near the be- 
ginnings of the electrical business, when proc- 
tacaUy «va7thing wm built by *'cut and try" 
netlMkb, aad Bone of tlie aeeorake analytieal pi^ 
esses of later days had been develof>cd. It may be 
said broadly that Tesla knew two fundamental 
facts — ^first, that if a magnet were moved across 
a sheet of oonducting metal, it would tend to 
dnff tMs BMlal aloiig; aad , ee c end, that the 
cffectt of such a moving magnet could be pro- 
duced by suitably disposed polyphase currents 
acting on a ttationary magnetic structure. 

Ftorhaps others, at that time, also knew these 
%iio fscts, but if eOi ^ipaientl^ tiMy knew them 

only as two isolated facts. Tesla considered 
them in combination and the result was the 
Tesla motor, or what is now known broadly as 
the "inductioa motor.*' These two facts, in

The importaaft 
thing was to obtain an ideally simple type of 
alternating current motor, whirli Tesla's inven- 
tionoffered. Tesla furnished the fundamental idea. 

Be aad Us associates, woridag for Mr. West- 
inghouse, proved that thoroughly operative 
induction motors could be built, provided suitable 
frequencies and phases were available. What 
matter if th^ did not produce aa operative 
eoaunetcial system at the time? WhatBMttcrit 
it needed the powerful analytical engineers of 
later date to bring the system to a truly prac- 
ticable stage — men with intimate constructive 
knowledge of magnetic circuits — ^men on intimate 
Xmtm mUk iiisi tirn rnrfllriMrtsaad athw ■agneHn 
attributes totally unknown to Tesla and his co- 
workers? In time the motor was made 
mercial, and it has been a tremendous fa 
revolutionising the electrical industry.
